J he trial assumed state-wide, even 
national importance because of the 
political figures involved. 
Towards 
it- ch Tse Crawford Fairbanks, mil­ 
lionaire 
brewer 
and 
Democratic 
politician eclipsed even the mayor* 
defendant because of Iii" alleged in­ 
terference in the action of the Vigo- 
county grand jury. 
Thomas Tag­ 
gart, national committeeman, may or 
may not have had his finger in the 
pie. 
Whether he did or not, the as- 
ertion has been made that he with 
Fairbanks meddled just in time to 
prevent the jury "ubpoening the bit­ 
ter. 
The history of tlii" case tells one 
ot the most interesting chapters of 
political history in Indiana. 
It date: 
back to IRK), when John Lamb w as 
the political! power in the Democratic 
>artv in 'Terre Haute and when Dorm 
Roberts was bi- henchman. 
A break 
between Roberts and Lamb is com­ 
monly given credit 
for the entire 
muddle*. 
Roberts was city engineer. 
Louis 
Herb a nit, a Lamb man, was mayor 
of T e r r e Haute.

Marshall before the state convention, 
lb* attacked Fairbanks, calling bim 
a brewer with modifications.

been insulted.

desired 
and 
against the* wish of the Fairbank"- 
Taggart faction.

gart made Ids famous remark that
